They all seem to be very busy 
now trying to get ready for a 
successful year’s work. They 
are very anxious to make a 
succssful run across the plains, 
over the hills and down in the 
valleys. It is their intention tu 
feed their flocks and have a

A pastor that does not have 
aspirations and a goal marked 
out to reach during his term of 
service could hardly be thought 
of as a wide-awake pastor. He 
might bear the name, but could 
hardly be looked upon as one 
that is deepy interested in mak- 
ing a success of his work. 

I do not know that every pas- 
tor has a thorough knowledge of 
his duties. It is not my inten- 
tion to give the duties of a pas- 
tor in detail, but if I can be the 
means of encouraging one per- 
son who is appointed to this 
sacred position so he will make 
a success of his work I will not 
think my effort is entirely in 
vain. Iam more than anxious 
for every one to build up his 
work and increase the member- 
ship of the church over which 
he has been appointed. 

The first and all important 
duty of a pastor is prayer. I 
have been afraid our pastors do 
not spend enough time with God 
in earnest prevailing prayer. A 
prayerless pastor is a failure. 
He may be able to speak elo- 
quently and appear attractive 
and have winning ways so he 
will have a good influence, but 
without fervent prevailing pray- 
er he will fall far short of what 
he shoud accomplish. 

A certain minister was ap- 
pointed pastor of a village 
church. The congregation was 
not large, but they were honest, 
good livers, enjoyed good 
preaching, paid their preacher 
well and he loved his work and 
seemed to be getting along very 
well, but he was not satisfied. 
His dissatisfaction was caused 
by there being no increase like 
he wanted. The work was going 
on smoothly enough, but he 
wanted more life in the ser- 
vices, more people to attend, 
and a larger number to be sav- 
ed. 

After much study and plan- 
ning he decided to resort to 
prayer. He was a praying man 
and very spiritual, but he deter- 
mined to get deeper into the 
prayer life where things could 
be moved out of place and in- 
to place. He began immediate- 
ly. He spent several hours 
daily and much of the night in 
pleading with God for a definite 
old time pentecostal revival. At 
last one Saturday night he got 
so far into this particular min- 
istry that he could not stop at 
the usual hour, but held on to 
God, Jacob like, until the break 
of day. When he arose from his 
knees and looked out of the 
windows of his room it was 
broad daylight. And, behold, 
he saw every available space a- 
bout covered with teams and 
vehicles of nearly every de- 
scription. He hastened out to 
the house and found it packed 
with people at that early hour. 
They were sitting and standing 
around quietly as if waiting for 
the preacher to come. He made 
his way through the crowd till 
he reached the platform and 
commenced the service at once. 
It lasted all that day and far in 
the night. The revival broke in, 


saved. The spell was broken 
splendid increase to report at, 


cries, the shouts, the praises, 
the wonderful demonstrations 
all told of a victory gained over 
sin and the devil. 


The revival continued day aft- 
er day for weeks. Multitudes 
attended and hundreds were 


and many were added to the 
church. From time to time testi- 
monies were given and these oft- 
en included explanation about 
how they came to the meeting 
that first morning. There were 
many and varied experiences 
told, and all were intensely in- 
teresting. They seemed to be 
moved by some unseen power 
until they found themselves 
at the village church. One 
man told his story about 
as follows: “My home is 
six miles from town. I have a 
wife and five children, the 
youngest five years old. I a- 
woke about two o’clock in the 
morning and all desire for sleep 
was gone. I presently discover- 
ed that my wife was wide a- 
wake, and soon I heard tke 
children talking and getting up 
as if it were morning: We all 
dressed that morning as if we 
were going on a visit instead of 
to our work as usual. I was soon 
at the barn putting the harness 
on my horses. I soon had then: 
hitched up to the family car- 
riage and drove them up to the 
house and hitched them to the 
fence and went in only to find 
all the family with their wraps 
on and ready to go. With but 
few words passed, we hastened 
out, entered the carriage and 
drove toward the village. The 
journey of six miles seemed 
more like a dream. Scarcely a 
word was spoken. All seemed to 
be in deep thought. Everything 
seemed so strange. As the dawn 
began to appear in the east 
we were nearing the village. We 
discovered other vehicles load- 
ed with people coming into the 
road from by roads and all turn- 
ed toward the village. When 
we reached the village I saw 
many people already at the 
church, and others coming in 
droves from every direction. 
There seemed to.be a peculiar 
quietness reigning over all the 


the house and took our seats 
with the others, and all quietly 
waited not knowing why. But 
after a little time the minister 
appeared at the door and made 
his way to the platform. My 
heart seemed to melt within me 
and in only a few moments 42 
deluge of something came upon 
the congregation that brought 
them to tears, prayers, sobs, 
screams, and myself and family 
were all saved and scores of 


people. We made our way into; 


victory. It is prayer that wins 
any great victory for a pastor. 
Often the pastor spends many 
hours in the preparation of his 
sermon for the next Sunday and 
probably not more than five 
minutes in prayer. Any pastor 
that works on this basis is mak- 
ing a sad mistake. It is per- 
fectly right for him to study 
his Bible and make preparations 
to preach well, but to spend so 
little time in prayer is a sad 
mistake. After the close of « 
great meeting one evening a 
brother asked me to tell him 
how it was that we could have 
such a good meeting and no 
souls saved. I merely exclaim- 
ed, “lack of prayer before the 
service began.” No body had 
wrestled with God in prayer 
“until the break of day.” No- 
body had prevailed with God. 


Hundreds of sermons are al- 
most totally lost because they 
are delivered without deep ear- 
nest prayer beforehand. A 
preacher may preach eloquently 
—he may preach in a manner to 


ged and is disgusting to many 
who know the use of words and 
language. It is all right to 
praise the Lord, but it appears 
very unbecoming for a preach- 
er to use such expressions after 
every sentence or phrase. How 
would it sound for you to say, 
“They are all going to hell, 
thank the Lord,” “You will die 
in your sins, thank the Lord, 
if you don’t repent, glory to 
God?” 

If this message finds its way 
to any who have been butcher- 
ing up your sermons in this way 
you must quit it at once, and do 
not allow yourself to do so any- 
more. When you speak you 
should follow your subject in a 


good smooth way, and you will 


find it has a better effect upon 
the hearers. I have heard good 
men butcher up their sermons 
by the use of such expressions 
until I could scarcely understand 
what the subject was.

| I would like to write a few 
more lines in regard to the 
\“Young People’s Drive” jor the 
‘benefit of the Auditorium in-

| There has been nothing done 
‘towards organizing this drive, 
only through the columns of the 
|Evangel, but many have re-

| collections have been sent in. 
‘Though very little has been 
Said, the amount received has 
|passed the fifty dollar mark and 
lis steadily swelling towards 
seventy-five dollars. This fund 
should swell moreand faster 
since it is for a great cause and 
if we get the amount that we 
should have each one of us must 
do our part.

The Financial System 





F. J. Lee 


Some on our work have ask- 
ed me to explain the financial 
system, a little more fully, 
through the paper. 

A few years ago while study- 
ing on the subject and preach- 


‘ing on it at the Assembly, I 


came right up to this present 
system but failed to stress it 
for I felt as though the churca 
could not accept it. Some of 
the brethren mentioned to me 
afterwards something about 
where I was about to land with 
it, but the truth of the matter 
is, I was not quite ready 
to land there yet. So the As- 
sembly adopted a plan that 
came nearer giving satisfaction 
than anything previous to that. 
God works in His own mysteri- 
ous way His wonders to per- 
form. I suppose up until the 
last Assembly, we couldn’t have 
received the present system. The 
Lord said to His disciples that 
He had many things to say to 
them but they were not able to 
bear them yet. 


It seems that the church 
couldn’t have accepted this sys~- 
tem until God got them ready 
for it, but at the last Assembly 
they seemed to be entirely read- 

I have never seen such 3@ 
“land _ slide” in all my life. Ff 
thought surely some one would 
object in that great body of 
people, but, no, they did not. 
All rejoiced and seemed happy 
for the change. I was surprised 
beyond. measure and Brother 
Tomlinson was surprised tog. 
We thought we might get it be- 
fore the people for considera- 
tion, thinking it might get in 
force by the next Assembly, but, 
to our surprise, the Assembly 
demanded it at once. So it is 
in action and every one present 
at the Assembly believes that 
God is the author of the move. 
I am sure if He is, it will be a 
success. In fact, we are count- 
ing on it being a success. and 
one of the greatest blessings to 
the cause that has happened in 
some time. You ask why I think 
so? 

First, the very nature of the 
work demands it and better ar- 
rangements were needed to be 
made, to more thoroughly evan- 
gelize the territory. Under the 
old system it just automatically 
narrowed the work down to the 
district. Many of the ministers 
hadn’t faith to launch out into 
new fields; too many of us want- 
ed to land with a church that 
had a good surplus in the treas- 
ury. Again there were many 
churches that had a surplus, 
from one hundred to one thou- 
sand dollars, this was money 
tied up that should have been 
in use to spread out into new 
fields. Under this new ‘system 
no more money will be blocked 
within the treasuries. Also the 
minister supplied from the gen- 
eral treasury will be just as will- 
ing to go to new fields as to the 
old. Again, this more nearly 
equalizes the finance to the 
ministry. Where some have re- 
ceived four and five thousand 
dollars a year and others have 
received from one to two hun- 
dred, and some less, hereafter, 
will be better arranged. 

Ministers that are proving 
to be real ministers, I mean do- 
ing good service and faithfully 
at it, will be faithfully cared for. 
“Faithfully at it,” might include 
several things. They must be 
faithful in their calling where- 
unto they are called, faithful to 
those who have the rule or o- 
versight in general, faithful to 
the teachings of the Assembly, 
faithful to make their monthly 
reports, faithful to pay their 
tithes, tithes of all money re- 
ceived, whether of offerings or 
tithes from headquarters. Pay 
your tithes into your local 
church or wherever you chance 
to be, yet count out your trav- 
eling expenses, stationery, ex- 
pense onthe work such as 
stamps, writing paper etc., 
then tithe the remainder. 
Let all the ministers preach 
tithing occasionally, we can 
do it much easier now as 
we are not looking to any locai 
church for support. 

I believe we are getting ready 
for great things. Let us all buy 
the Minutes of the last Assem- 
bly, there we will get the whole 
thing thoroughly explained and 
more fully than space will per- 
mit at this writing. Yours for

16, 17. He is the author of all, 
even the old handwriting with 
its Sabbath day and other ordi- 
nances, but He “took it away,” 
“nailed it to the cross,” “buried 
it. He has the keys of death and 
hell; the old covenant is locked 
within the tomb. What right has 
the Christian to try to break in- 
to the tomb to bring back those 
old usages? Thank God. Some 
folks recognize the fact that we 
are in the new dispensation 
(the gospel dispensation). We 
don’t find the least hint in the 
New Testament that we should 
keep the old Saturday Sabbath. 
You say, “It looks like He would 
have mentioned that the Sat- 
urday Sabbath should not be 
kept if He intended for it to 
cease.” He didn’t tell the Chris- 
tians that they should not offer 
the animal sacrifice, but they 
understood He had offered Him- 
self as the final sacrifice. He 
didn’t tell them not to keep the 
passover feast any more but 
“Took bread and blessed it and 
broke it, and gave to his disci- 
ples.”’ Also blessed the wine and 
gave to His disciples. They un- 
derstood then that the old pass- 
over ordinance was a thing of 
the past. He didn’t tell them 
that they shouldn’t practice the 
old rite of circumcision any 
more, but later, such men as 
Paul with good common sense 
and guided by the Holy Spirit 
were guided out of that rut. 


He did not say, Ye shall no 
longer keep the old Sabbath but 
He did say (by coming forth on 
that day of which the priests 
had honored so long), “This is 
the day the Lord hath made.” 
The priests waved the first 
fruits in honor to Jesus but he 
waved it ona special day, no 
other day would do but the first 
day, therefore, he magnified the 
day. Jesus, thereafter, magnified 
the day. Five times He appear- 
ed to His disciples on that day 
and does not appear to them a- 
gain until the next Lord’s day. 
Why did He not appear to them 
every Saturday. The reason %s 
obvious. He was teaching them 
by actual practice to honor the 
resurrection day. It shows con- 
clusively that He had “blotted 
out” and taken “out of the way 
the whole rigid rule of the law.” 
“Now ye are saved by grace.” 

Another great event that 
brought still greater joy to the 
disciples than the resurrection 
was the descent of the Holy 
Ghost. Surely this great event 
happened on the day much 
honored and cherished by Je- 
sus. No, it did not, but came on 
that day of all days—the first 
day of the week. Was it a hap- 
pen so? No, I am sure the dear 
Lord so ordered that it should 
be on that day to more fully 
establish the day with the early 
Christians as a sacred day. 

Here is another example of 
Sunday observance. Paul sailed 
from Philippi after the passover 
had ended. This was in the year 
58. (W. W. Rand’s_ dictionary) 
It took them five days to make 
their journey. It is said the pass- 
over feast closed on Tuesday, 
so if it took them five days to 
make their journey they had to 
travel all day on Saturday till 
late at night, thus ignoring the 
old Jewish Sabbath. After Paul 
had entered Troas we can’t 
think that they had time _ to 
norate and call a service for the 
next day, but we see that they 
assembled the next day to break 
bread. This was a part of their 
worship and we see by the very 
trend of the reading that it was 
a usual occurrence with them, 
also to meet on: the first day of 
the week. Paul preached that 
day and until midnight. He 
wanted to take advantage of 
their gathering to-gether to 
give them the Word for He ex- 
pected to sail the next day, 
Monday. Why didn’t he sail on 
Sunday? It was the Lord’s day; 
he wanted to rest and worship 
with the Lord that day. Paul 
had been to Troas the year be- 
fore and no doubt had _ given 
them instructions about the 
Sabbath and when he returned 
they were still observing the 
first day. 


Paul writes to the Corinthians 
and tells them that he has given 
orders to the Galatians to lay 
by them in store, on the first 
day of the week, according as 
the Lord had prospered them, 
and that he wanted the Corin- 
thians to take up the same 





practice; everything pointing 





them to the first day of the) 
week. This seems to be enough | 
to settle the question about the 
Sabbath and that Christians’ 
have nothing to do with the old} 
Jewish Sabbath, but there are' 
many things yet to mention. 
Here is one that surely is a| 
clincher. Turn to 28th chapter 
of Matthew, first verse. ‘In the 
END OF THE SABBATH, as it 
began to dawn toward the first 
day of the week, came Mary 
Magdalene and the other Mary! 
to see the sepulchre.” Here is 
the thought I want to present. 
I find by consulting the Greek

The verse should be 
read this way. (according to 
many writers) In the end of the 
Sabbath, as it dawned toward 
the first of the Sabbaths.

Jesus appeared 
to them five different times on 
the new order of Sabbaths. Al- 
so Paul’s injunction was, ‘“‘Lay 
by you on the first of the week 
(Sabbaths Gr.) as the Lord has 
prospered you.” The thought is 
that the Christian has a Sab-

Did Christians keep it before 
Constantine’s day?
